Excellent Perſons in this poor Kingdom, be lef taken 
notice of. who in the Courſe of à very few Tears 
have by a like Method of Charity advanced the 
Happineſs of many Thoufands of their poor Brethe- 
ren.

SCHOOLS were very few and; but little known. 
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among us, they roſe in 17 16 to about the number 


of zo wherein were upwards of 700 Childeen.

Society united in the Year 1717 for this purpoſc in 
Dublin, and by the uncommon Bounty of private.

according to the Account Printed in that Tear, 
their number was increaſed to 1 30, and the Chil. 
dren educated therein came little ſhort of 3000.

FO advance the Glory of 60D, and tlie 
Welfare of their Felow Chriſtians, were the Mo- 
tives that engag'd the Founders of thoſe Schools to 
promote that good Deſign, For, they ſaw that Pro- 
phaneneſs and Immorality, extreme Poverty and 
Miſery, with a Train of many other Evils, were 
greatly owing to a groſs Ignorance of the Chriſtian 
Religion among the poorer Sort, and their want 
of being train'd up to Labour and Iaduſtry intheir 
younger Years. And that nothing could be tho't of 
more likely to remedy thoſe Evils, and to-promote 
the Pradl ice of Chriſtianity and Virtue, (and cafe 
the Nation of the almoſt inſupportable Load of the 
Poor) than an early and proper Education of Youth. 


ON which Conſiderations they reſoly'd to ren- 
der a few poor Children of this Place and Neigh- 
bourhood in ſome meaſure ſerviceable totheir Conn» 
try, and uſeful in their Generations; and accord- 
ingly agteed to erect To Charity · Schogls, One for 
Boys and the Other for Girls; the Children of both 
Sexes to be bred up to conſtant Buſineſs, as well as 
Religion. The Boys to be taught to Read, Write, 
and Caſt Accounts; the Giris ( beſides learning to 
Read) to Knit, Sow and Spin; and both to be in- 
ſtructed in the Principles of the Chriſtiag Religion, 
as taught and profeſs'd in the Church of Ireland, and.

TECTION, they concluded to lay the Foundation , 
of theſe Two Chriſtian-Schools on a waſte Piece of 
Ground belonging to the Incumbent - of St. Mary 
Shandon (which he gave for that purpoſe ) and 
joining to the Church-Yard of that Pariſh, where 
the old Pariſh-Church-formerly ſtood, till it was 
demoliſh'd in the late Wars in this Kingdom, and 
a new Church rats'd in a more convenient Place 
made Parochial by AQ of Parliament.
